THREADING NEEDLES 

Very often 1 have a hard time 
threading needles, especially the 
machine needle, because there isn't 
too much hand sewing I do. In my 
sewing classes, | always show how to 
cut the end of the thread on a slant. 
This works for me 

Another way would be to apply a 
bit of hair spray or starch to the end 
of the thread This stiffens the 
thread just enough to ease it through 
the needle’s eye 


REMOVING STICKERS 

It is often a frustrating chore to 
remove stickers and labels from 
household items. Trial and error 
process is necessary. Of course 
manufacturers and retailers should 
use materials that can be easily 
removed, but they don’t. 

When you have removed as much 
of the label as possible and find there 
is still the adhesive present, try 
removing as much of the label on 
tape as possible with your fingernail 
or a dull edge of a knife 

Sometimes adhesive can be 
removed with a solution of warm 
water, liquid detergent, vinegar or 


ammnonia, Other suggestions 
include oil, fingernail polish remover 
and acetone Depending on the 


surface, it may be possible to apply a 
generous amount of a commercial 
prewash spot remover on the 
adhesive. Cleaning fluid will remove 
some ahesives; however, cleaning 
fluid can also soften some kinds of 
plastics if left in contact with the 
plastic surface for a period 

You may have tub appliques 
which need replacing Some are 
easy to remove, others are not. If you 
would like to know how to remove 
these appliques, call me and I'll send 
you the directions

CLEANING VARNISHED 
SURFACES 

Clean and polish with this 
cleaner: three tablespoons boiled 
linseed oil, one quart hot water, and 
urpentine Mix ingredients. Dip 
cloth in mixture and wring out. Wash 
surface. Wipe dry. Polish with a 
soft cléth. Project adjacent surfaces 
from the solution. Caution: Do not 
heat this mixture -- It Is Hammable.

Liability insurance for doctors, automobile owners, homeowners 
everyone . . . continues to get higher and higher. The reasons are not the 
mean old insurance companies necessarily, but are due to the continued 
climb in awards given out in lawsuits; and this is done mostly by juries of 
peers or citizens in the community. Recent news reports have told of a 
teenager in California that got $300,000 after falling through the skylight -- 
while stealing high intensity lights! Then there is the case of a weatherman 
in the northeast failing to predict a coming storm and three lobster fishermen 
lost their lives, and a lawsuit resulted in their families getting a $1.25 million 
judgement. Now everyone pays shares in making these payments because the 
doctor, the city, or whatever, just adds a little to each bill to cover the cost of 
doing business. This leads us to the natural cry of ‘‘do something’, ‘pass & 
new law’, etc., but that ain’t always good either. We need to keep 
provisions allowing those wronged by careless acts to collect for their pain 
and suffering; but we also need to put some reason back into the amounts 
awarded. Maybe the whole problem is we think it is a Robin Hood act 
of taking from the rich and giving back to the poor -- butit ain’t so. Nor do we 
endorse the tongue-in-cheek proposal that we take a bunch of lawyers and get 
them some honest work . . . even though it stands to reason that the 
increased number of practicing lawyers trying to feed a family tends to create 
situations where a hungry lawyer may take a far-out case because he needs 
the additional income and there isn't any in traditional channels. We need 
to be careful with changes in laws and just hope reason returns to the 
thinking of our fellowmen (and women). 


The Alabama legislature is going back into the long-anticipated special 
session in a few days. We have fresh on our mind the statement U.S, 
Representative Richard Shelby made in town Monday when he quoted 
something we had read previously: ‘‘No man's life, property, etc., is safe 
when the legislature is in session.’’ The bill that bothers us most is the 
proposal by Gov. Wallace to remove the unemployment tax from both 
employees and employers. Right now we are all paying a surcharge added by 
the state because the unemployment fund was depleted. Maybe when the 
dust settles we will find that what they really want is to remove that 
surcharge and maybe the small tax charged to the employees. We expect the 
teacher pay raise to pass and also for politics to settle the education bond 
problems, and a capital outlay bond issue to pass, even though it won't 
please either the public schools or the colleges. Politics being what they are, 
we wouldn't be surprised to see the pay raise bill for tax collectors and 
assessors get tied up in the swap-outs and not pass. We have no real 
reason for saying that except that politics take funny turns. 


We ate lunch at the Elba General Hospital last Friday as part of their 
continuing effort to develop a good rapport with the community. Actually the 
most important thing to me was the good food. We have all heard about how 
terrible hospital food is, but take my advice and eat in that room where they 
conduct classes for staff members, let Debbie Curran pour your tea and it will 
be good . . . you see she is a college-trained hometown girl that ‘‘done good’. 


Hospital Administrator Joe Claypool pointed out some of the many problems 
that are unique to the small rural hospitals, and how they are working with 
them. Some are problems we must live with, but others can be overcome and 
they are working on these every day, Claypool said. We were interested in 
the fact the hospital complex has requested a certificate of need to add 55 
beds to the nursing home. They are adding eight just within the facility, right 
away. Claypool explained that they have over 100 people on the waiting list 
for nursing home beds.

Perhaps you remember the news 

analyst, Gabriel Heater, who years 

ago had a program each week day on

What is the good news for us 
today? 

One of the truly remarkable 
stories in the bible may help us. It is 
found in the 32nd chapter of 
Jeremiah Jerusalem was sur 
rounded by the Babylonian army 
under Nebuchadnezzar. Doom was 
almost a certainty. In only a few 
months what everyone was dreading 
became a harsh reality as Jerusalem 


fell to the seige and the leaders of 


the people were carried away into 


captivity. The destruction was 
almost final and nearly irreversible. 
Yet, just before the city fell, 


Jeremiah, acting on a message from 
God, arranged to buy a farm in 
Anathoth from his cousin Hananel. 
The farm, significantly, was located 
beyond the encircling, invading 
army What is truly remarkable 
about this purchase is that the 
prospects of Jeremiah’s ever living 
on the farm are almost nonexistent. 
Why does he buy the farm? Listen to 
his own words: 

“So I bought a field, paying 
Hananel seventeen shekels of silver. 
| signed and sealed the deed of 
purchase before witnesses and 
weighed out the silver and paid him, 
Then | took the sealed deed con- 
taining the terms and conditions, 
and also the unsealed copy, and 
publicly, in the presence of my 
cousin Hananel and the witnesses 
who signed the deed, and as the 
prison guards watched, I handed the 
papers to Baruch. And I said to him

Our condition is not nearly as dire 
as the condition of Israel in the 6th 
century B.C. Surely we can find a 
good word to speak. We know there 
is good news. The good news is still 
the same as it was for Jeremiah. God 
is on our side. And in Jesus Christ 
we have seen and heard that Good 
News made even clearer. 

As bleak as the news sometimes 
becomes, we who are Christians 
remain basically optimistic. We 
know the future rests ultimately in 
the hands of a loving and graciops 
God. We work tor good. We labor Wf 
His cause. We do our best, zealously 
and with unflagging zeal. But in the 
final analysis the reason for our 
assurance and joy arises from 
outside our own efforts; it arises in 
Him who has promised to be with us 
always, working for our good. 

1 always look forward to seeing 
you ina time where telling the good 
news is still as important TODAY as 
it was in the days of Jeremiah.

Al Aid To Dependent 


Children Program 


Lowestin Nation 


According to a report from the 
U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services, the error rate in 
Alabama's Aid to Dependent 
Children program was among the 
lowest in the nation, during fiscal 
year 1983. The report, which was 
released in July by the federal Office 
of Family Assistance, covered fiscal 
years 1982 and 1983, 

Each month, more than 50,000 
low-income families receive ADC 
benefits, which are provided through 
about 72 percent federal funds and 
28 percent state funds. 

For fiscal year 1982, in order to 
prevent a loss of federal funds, the 
error rate in a state’s ADC program 
could not exceed 5.8 percent. 
Alabama's error rate of 5.3 percent 
prevented any fiscal sanction, 

In fiscal year 1983, Alabama had 
the sixth lowest error rate in the 
nation, The state's error rate of 3.2 
percent was below that year's 
maximum tolerance rate of 4.0 
percnet, again avoiding a loss of 
federal funds. 

“That administrative efficiency is 
due, to a large extent, to the diligent 
efforts of public assistance eligibility 
workers in our department's county 
offices throughout the state,"’ said 
Leon Frazier, commissioner of the 
state Department of Pensions and 
Security 

‘The low error rates reflect our 
continuing commitment to fiscal 
accountability and effective 
management, within the framework 
of available resources,"’ he said. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services, 28 states’ stand to lose 
federal funds, because of exceeding 
the maximum error rate in fiscal year 
1982, and 39 states failed to keep 
their error rates below the target 
error rate level for fiscal year 1983

The latest research in peanuts, 
corn, soybeans, cotton and sorghum 
will be discussed at a field day and 
tour August 27 at the Wiregrass 
Substation. Such production areas 
as weed and disease control, fertility 
and tillage, variety selection and 
economics will be discussed by 
researchers from the Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Auburn University 

The meeting will begin a 9 a.m. 
with a tour of research areas. Several 
areas of pest management will be 
discussed on the program, including 
an update on foliar and soil-borne 
disease control in peanuts and 
soybeans, nematode control in 
peanut rotations and weed control in 
conventional and minimum tillage 
systems. 

The results of a multi- 
faceted research project on tillage 
methods and fertility in corn, cotton, 
peanuts, sorghum and soybeans will 
be discussed. Variety tests in each 
of these crops will also be reviewed. 
A report on the economics of 
recommended versus reduced inputs 
for a peanut crop will close the 
formal part of the meeting.

CATFISH MARKETING 

Dr. John Jensen from Auburn 
will be meeting with me and others 
who are interested in establishing a 
catfish marketing facility in Coffee 
County, on Friday, August 30, at 
9:30 a.m, at the Extension office in 
New Brockton. Dr. Jensen is the 
catfish production and marketing 
Specialist, and met with growers 
earlier this year to discuss catfish 
production.

FLEAS 

The flea population has exploded 
to an epidemic level, and we have 
been receiving several calls a day 
concerning contro! of them. 

Persistence might be a good word 
to describe how to control them. The 
normal insecticides used for flea 
control, such as Diazinon and 
Dursban, will not control them with 
just one spraying, because they do 
not kill the eggs and larva. If you use 
these sprays, you will need to spray 
three times five days apart to break 
the cycle. 

There is a new product on the 
market called Precor, and it will kill 
the adults, eggs and larva stages of 
the flea. It comes in room foggers, 
and is therefore effective only in the 
inside area. These foggers are sold 
under three trade names: Raid, 
Black Flag and Strike. When you use 
a fogger in the house, don’t vacuum 
for two weeks or you will yacuum up 
the chemical that does the killing of 
the fleas.

FORESTRY PRICES 

July prices for pine pulpwood 
averaged $17 per standing cord in 
our region of the state. High price 
received was $24 per cord and the 
low was $13. 

Pine sawtimber sold for a high of 
$154 per 1,000 on the Scribner Scale. 
The average was $134 per 1,000 
board feet of standing timber and the 
low was $113. Poplar sawtimber sold 
for an average of $64 per 1,000 
square feet. Hardwood pulpwood is 
bringing an average of $4 per 
Standing cord. 


COUNTY AGENT 


I have had several calls about 
leaves turning yellow and even 
shedding on dogwoods and 
sycamores. This yellowing and leaf 
dropping is probably caused by a 
leafspot disease that has become 
heavy enough to cause a leaf to turn 
yellow and drop off. I would not 
become overly concerned about this 
at this time of the year; we are only a 
couple or three weeks away from our 
fall coloring of leaves anyway. Leaf 
drop at this time of the year on these 
deciduous trees is not harmful to 
them. 


INDOOR PLANTS 

It might be a good idea if you 
check now for insects on your indoor 
plants that you have outside. Mealy- 
bugs, thrips, scales, aphids, white 
flies and mites could be on them. 
You have enough time now to get rid 
of these insects before bringing your 
plants inside. Most can be con- 
trolled by sashaying the leaves with 
soapy water. If you have to use an 
insecticide, be sure it is labeled for 
your particular houseplant.

RIGHT TIME 

The first week in September is an 
excellent time to take nematode 
samples in peanut fields. A sample 
taken at this time will give an 
accurate picture of the types and 
numbers of nematodes present in 
that field, If the numbers are high, it 
will pay to treat that field for 
nematodes the next time peanuts are 
planted there. 

Samples taken now are much 
more accurate than those taken later 
in the fall and in the winter. If you 
have fields in corn or soybeans which 
will be in peanuts next year, go 
ahead and get a sample from these 
fields to get an indication of the 
nematodes present

Computers In 
ESJC Courses 


“You don’t have to know 
anything about computers to enroll 
in ESJC’s new applications software 
courses,’’ states Sue Baum, 
Computer and Information Science 
Instructor at Enterprise State Junior 
College. 

“These 2-week courses, with 
such fancy names as Lotus, Word- 
Star, and Peachtext, help people 
learn to operate the computer and 
use word processing, spreadsheet, 


and filing software,’’ continues 
Baum. ‘‘While ‘filing’ is self-ex- 
planatory, people are sometimes 


scared off by the terms ‘spreadsheet’ 
and ‘word processing.’ 

‘“‘Spreadsheeting,’’ she says, “‘is 
for persons who want to use 
computers for anything involving 
rows and columns,, while word 
processing permits the revision of 
typed documents without actually 
re-typing them. The push of a few 
buttons does it all.’ 

Baum and Bill Brown, chairman 
of ESJC's Division of Computer and 
Information Science, will be teaching 
several courses fall quarter using the 
30 IBM Personal Computers recently 
acquired through a high technology 
equipment grant. When questioned 
about the benefits to students, 
Brown commeted that now only one 
student per class will be assigned to 
each computer. ‘‘Students won't 
have to share anymore. Also, the 
college will be able to offer 
additional training for business and 
industry,"’ he remarked. ‘‘For 
example, if a company has 
purchased a computer and needs to 
train its people quickly, we will work 
with them to offer training tailored to 
suit their needs and schedules,”’ 


Both Brown and Baum _ hold

Hessian Fly Is Bad News For Wheat 


Alabama 
THE HESSIAN FLY AND WHEAT 


Winter wheat has been a good 
crop for Alabama farmers in recent 
supplying a source of 
off-season cash flow. Because of the 
short cool season in Alabama, it is a 
gamble any year, but last year 
Hessian flies devastated wheat 
In some parts of the state, turning 
the gamble into a disaster for some 

The Hessian fly is a tiny, black, 
gnat-like insect that has a backw ards 
life cycle to most insects prevalent in 
the southeast Pupae of the fly 
remain dormant over the late spring, 
summer and early fall months, when 
most insects are doing their damage 
The adult fly emerges in the fall, 
winter or early spring in the 
southeast and lays eggs in the upper 
surface of leaves of small grains, 
with a preference for wheat 
Maggots emerge from the eggs and 
feed on the stems of wheat plants, 
causing lodging, stunted growth and 
reduced tillering, Yields can be 
reduced to zero in extreme cases 

Farmers in Wilcox, Lowndes, 
Autauga Dallas and Marion 
counties in west-central Alabama 
were the hardest hit last year, but 
sporadic outbreaks were reported 
throughout the state 

Prior to last year, the last 
damaging populations of Hessian 
flies occurred in 1973, Why its 
occurrence in Alabama is so erratic ts 
open to debate. Some entomologists 
believe the continual use of non- 
resistant varieties has caused a 
buildup of the insect, and that it will 
occur more frequently in the future 
Others theorize that the extremely 
warm winter last year allowed a 
buildup of Hessian flies, then a 
stretch of extremely cold weather 
killed off natural predators, and only 
in such extreme weather occurrences 
will Hessian flies be a problem 

Since its appearance tn Alabama 


years, 


Agricultural Experiment Station Auburn University 


has been so erratic, little is known 
about the Hessian flies in the state. 
Dr. Paul Estes, an entomologist in 
the Experiment Station at Auburn, 
evaluated damage in variety tests 
last year at the Lower Coastal Plain 
Substation in Camden and at the 
Prattville Experiment Field in 
Autauga County. Hessian fly 
populations and damage were heavy 
at the Camden test site and much 
less severe at Prattville, but the 
same pattern of damage to different 
varities common to both sites wsa 
upparent 

At Camden, Compton was the 
ynly variety that was not severely 
damaged by Hessian flies. Popular 
varities such as Coker 983, Coker 
916, and Mike were — virtually 
destroyed, with over 90 percent of 
the stems infected in some varieties. 
McNair, Madison and Massey 
varieties were moderately infected at 
Camden At Prattville, where 
pressure Was lighter, McNair 1003, 
Madison, Massey, Stacy and Pioneer 
2550 had no infection. However, 
varieties that were hardest hit in 
Camden were likewise hardest hit at 
the Prattville site 

In grain growing areas of the 
country where Hessian flies are a 
problem every year, — resistant 
varieties are the primary control, 
Though some of these varieties can 
be grown in Alabama, Estes noted 
that they may not be resistant to the 
insect here, because of the differ 
ence in growing conditions and 
subsequently different life cycle of 
the flies 

Delayed planting in some areas 
to avoid the short life cycle of the 
adult fly is another contro] in some 
eas Because of the warmer 
climate in the deep south, adult flies 
throughout the fall and

problem in late as in early planted 
wheat. The short life cycle of the 
adult fly (about one day) makes 
insecticide control impractical, if not 
impossible, 

Though incomplete and based on 
only one year's evaluation, Estes 
noted that the varieties that showed 
some resistance in both Camden and 
Prattville will offer some protection 
from the flies. Since they are weak, 
simply turning under infected wheat 
will make it difficult for these insects 
to work their way up through the 
soil, The Auburn researcher also 
observed that hatchouts of the fly 
occur throughout the growing season 
of wheat, so destroying volunteer 
wheat or other susceptible grains 
could help combat the pest. 

Though Hessian flies only 
damaged about 10 percent of the 


state's 400,000-acre wheat crop last 


year, the prospect of the insect 
spreading statewide has growers 
concerned throughout the state

He assumed responsi- 
bilities as UM's athletic director in 
1969. 

In 1966 Montevallo joined ranks 
with the NAIA and two years later 
Davis was serving on the District 27 
executive committee. He then filled 
the role of district chairman for six 
years until 1975, when he began the 
ascension up the NAIA national 
administrative ladder, 

He served a four-year term as a 
member of the NAIA National 
Executive Committee and a term 
each as fourth, third, second and 
first vice president. 

“Leon Davis has been a 
recognized national leader in inter- 
collegiate athletics for more than a 
decade,’’ said Montevallo President 
Dr. Jim Vickrey, ‘‘and this honor is 
not only appropriate - it is much 
deserved - and appreciated by those 
of us who know how much he has 
given to college sports in America 
and right here in Alabama.”’

The 
commission rejected the pest control 
bids due to a technicality in the 
wording of the specifications, but did 
accept the low bid on tag receipts 
from McDill Corp. in the amount of

N.L. Harvison, a representative 
of Elba General Hospital, told the 
vommission about a ‘‘preferred 
patient’’ program and offered the 
program to all county employees.

Elba City Council To Seek Legal Opinion On Lease 


Members of the Elba City Council 
held a short meeting Monday at 5 
p.m, The only vote taken was to get a 
legal opinion concerning the status 
of the Pea River Dam lease. 

The present leasee has until 
November 28 to get the project 
producing, or the lease is canceled, 
according to Mayor Bob English. 
They have asked the city to re- 
negotiate with a French firm that 
wants to modify the existing contract 
and be allowed to continue. Accord- 
ing to information presented to the 


council, the present leasee, Elba 
Hydro Inc., would then sell their 
interest to this French firm 

The city council voted to get an 


attorney's opinion on the legality of 
the contract and/or on reopening the 
bidding for a new lease, to this firm 
or another. At least two other firms 
have shown an interest, and one of 
these thought they had a deal 
working to purchase the interest of 
Elba Hydro and proceed, but this

Without prompt action by 
Congress, the court-ordered 
overtime provisions of FLSA will 
disrupt long-standing work 
practices, impose additional costs in 
the middle of budget cycles, and 
prohibit the use of compensatory 
time for local government 
employees, the mayor said. The 
minimum wage provisions of FLSA 
will severely limit the use of 
volunteers, primarily in fire depart- 
ments and rescue squads. 

The familiar compensatory time 


off, or ‘‘comp time,’’ for local 
government employees would be 
effectively abolished under the 


ruling. Generally, when state or local 
employees work overtime they are 
allowed to take extra time off at a 
later date in compensation, 

This practice ensures that the city 
has the ability to respond to 
emergencies such as fire, accidents, 
crimes and natural disasters without 
heavy drains on the local budget for 
overtime pay. In return, employees 
have the advantage of using their 
accumulated comp time at their own 
discretion. 

Thousands of cities and towns 
across the country depend upon 
public-spirited citizens who perform 
a wide range of volunteer services 
for the community. An estimated one 
million Americans are volunteer fire- 
fighters. In order to avoid extensive 
record-keeping, volunteers have 
customarily been given stipends to 
cover incidental expenses. s 

However, U.S. Department of 
Labor (DOL) regulations adopted to 
implement the court ruling hold that 
a volunteer firefighter who receives a 
stipend of more than $2.50 a call is 

onsidered a city employee subject to 
FLSA provisions unless a city can 
focument that each volunteer's 


incidental expenses for each call 
exceeded $2.50. The massive paper- 
work required would certainly dis- 
courage the use of volunteers. 

The regulations call for the DOL 
to begin enforcement activities on 
October 15 and to apply the overtime 
and minimum wage requirements of 
the FLSA retroactively to April 15. 
This retroactive provision means that 
cities will not have any time to make 
necessary changes required by 
FLSA, including changes in payroll 
practices, work schedules and 
budgets. 


Compliance with the overtime 
provisions of FLSA will cost local 
governments across the country well 
over $1 billion at a time when they 
are financially strapped with a 
reduction of more than SO percent in 
federal aid since 1979, the mayor 
pointed out. The situation promises 
to get much worse with the 
scheduled termination of the General 
Revenue Sharing program in the 
fall of 1986 and the proposed 
elimination of deductibility to state 
and local taxes in President 
Reagan's tax reform plan, 

The mayor said the Nickles ball, 
which has extensive bipartisan 
support in the Senate, would 
exempt state and local governments 
from the overtime provisions of the 
FLSA, permit the continued use of 
comp time, allow local governments 
to use volunteers under their present 
arrangements, and eliminate the 
retroactive application of the FLSA, 


U.S. Senator Howell Heflin is 
already a co-sponsor of the bill. 
Citizens were urged to contact 
Senator Jeremiah Denton and ask 


him to support passage of S, 1570 as 
soon as Congress returns from the 
August recess, and to urge their U.S. 
Representative to follow through to 
ensure speedy enactment in the 
House

ensure the safest holiday possible,” 
he said, 

Prescott said all available State 
rroopers will be patrolling to remove 
dangerous drivers from the
